i epic sen ts poweitul labor interests which, under certain circumstances, could 
exercise a vast inlluence upon the economic affairs of th#* State of Pennsyl­ 
vania. I have no arrangements or deals with either of them or any other 
factions. 
When nominated and elected, as Governor of Pennsylvania, I -hall 
do my best to irivc lair play and a square deal to the* interests represented bv 
the so-called Pew-Grundy■ 
aroup and those associated with John L. I^wis. 
No i^roup noi individual ha^ a n^ht to expect more", nor should anv’ indi­ 
vidual or jfroiip be satisfied with less. 


Vny such two groups, possessed of such tremendous potentialities for £px>d 
or ill, combining and working together, could become a vcrv dangerous 
power, if their motivating impulses were a lust for personal power and ag-

vania al the hands of an\ Governor. 


II either or both of these factions or anv other faction, should attempt to 
£.ro« to such power as to dominate the political or economic nr social des­ 
tinies of the State of Pennsylvania in defiance of the will of the people, 
they should he prevented from <o dointr.
